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Woo  charges  discrimination ,  conservative  bias 


Berkeley  Fires  Lesbian  Lecturer  Merle  Woo

BERKELEY,  CA  —  For  the  se¬ 
cond  time,  the  University  of 
California  (UC)  has  terminated  its 
contract  with  lecturer  Merle  Woo, 
a  lesbian  and  socialist-feminist  ac¬ 
tivist. 

Two  years  ago,  Woo  won  an 
out-of-court  settlement  with  the 
university  in  her  suit  to  be 
reinstated. 

As  in  the  first  case,  Woo  charges 
that  the  university  discriminated 
against  her  on  the  basis  of  race, 
sex,  sexual  orientation,  and 
political  ideology.  Woo  is  an  active 
member  of  the  Freedom  Socialist 
Party  and  Radical  Women,  two 
socialist-feminist  groups.  She  also 
charges  the  university  violated  her 
first  amendment  right  to  free 
speech  and  free  association  by  fail¬ 
ing  to  reappoint  her. 

The  First  Case 

Woo  was  hired  as  a  full  time  lec¬ 
turer  in  Asian-American  Studies  in 
1978.  There  are  approximately 
2000  lecturers  in  the  nine-campus 
UC  system.  The  lecturers  are  not 
tenure  track,  and  are  the  lowest 
paid  faculty  with  the  most  student 
contact. 

Woo’s  contract  was  not  re¬ 
newed  in  1982.  That  year,  the 
university  instituted  a  policy  that 
lecturers  could  not  teach  for  more 
than  four  years.  Woo  was  the  only 
lecturer  terminated  under  the  rule. 
She  said  the  policy  was  formulated 
with  her  in  mind,  because  she  was 
critical  of  moves  by  the  Asian- 
American  Studies  faculty  to  make 
the  program  more  conservative. 

The  American  Federation  of 
Teachers  (AFT)  Local  #1474,  of 


which  Woo  is  a  member,  brought 
the  “four-year  rule”  to  the  state 
Public  Employment  Relations 
Board  (PERB).  The  union  argued 
the  four-year  ceiling  effectively 
created  a  revolving  door  of  lec¬ 
turers,  whose  pay  and  benefits 
could  be  kept  low.  PERB  found  in 
favor  of  the  union  in  November 
1983. 

Woo  also  took  her  case  to  the 
state  and  federal  courts,  charging 
violation  of  her  first  amendment 
rights  and  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  race,  sex,  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion,  and  political  ideology. 

In  February  of  1984,  the  UC 
Board  of  Regents  voted  to  settle 
out-of-court.  They  gave  Woo  a 
new  two-year  contract  as  a  visiting 
lecturer,  a  $48,584  cash  award, 
and  $25,000  in  attorney’s  fees. 

The  Second  Case 

Woo’s  new  contract  became  ef¬ 
fective  in  the  fall  of  1984.  The 
Asian-American  Studies  faculty 
refused  to  take  her  back,  but  the 
Graduate  School  of  Education  in¬ 
stated  her-as  a  full-time  lecturer. 

Woo  said  Bernard  Gifford, 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
Education,  said  to  her  on  entering 
the  department,  “If  you  continue 
to  protest,  you  won’t  have  time  for 
teaching.”  Woo  interpreted  the 
statement  as  a  threat.  Gifford 
denies  making  the  comment  at  all. 

Woo  was  informed  at  the  end  of 
May  of  this  year  that  her  contract 
would  not  be  renewed  for  the  next 
academic  year.  Represented  by  the 
teacher’s  union,  she  filed  a  formal 
grievance  against  the  university  on 
July  15.  The  grievance  stated  that 


the  Graduate  School  of  Education 
treated  her  in  an  “arbitrary, 
capricious,  or  unreasonable” 
manner  when  it  failed  to  reappoint 
her. 

The  university  rejected  Woo’s 
grievance  on  August  5.  Philip 
Spiekerman,  counsel  for  the  uni¬ 
versity,  said  “Merle  is  in  fact  alleg¬ 
ing  a  breach  of  the  original  settle¬ 
ment,  and  therefore  university 
grievance  procedures  don’t  ap¬ 
ply.  This  needs  to  be  tried  in  the 


courts.”  Woo  is  appealing  the 
grievance’s  rejection. 

Woo  also  charged  that  the 
university  never  planned  to  ser¬ 
iously  reconsider  her  reappoint¬ 
ment,  and  it  made  the  November 
1984  settlement  in  bad  faith.  She 
said  most  lecturers  are  reap¬ 
pointed,  and  that  she  was  not 
evaluated  on  the  merits  of  her 
teaching,  but  on  her  politics. 

Spiekerman,  who  represented 
the  university  in  the  original  case. 


countered,  “I  didn’t  advise  the 
university  to  enter  into  a  bad  faith 
agreement.  Few  lecturers  are  reap¬ 
pointed,  and  most  have  academic 
qualifications,  PhDs.  Merle  had 
high  expectations,  and  to  be 
honest,  unrealistic  expectations.” 

The  Academic  Personnel  Office 
of  UC  Berkeley  would  not  release 
figures  on  lecturer  reappoint¬ 
ments.

McFadden  doesn  Y  rule  out  Walsh  involvement 

Gay  Candidate’s  Lists 
Stolen  in  Office  Break-in

BOSTON  —  The  campaign 
headquarters  of  openly  gay 
Democratic  Senate  candidate 
Kevin  McFadden  were  broken  into 
between  the  hours  of  4  and  5  a.m. 
on  August  27.  McFadden  has  not 
ruled  out  the  possibility  that  his 
opponent  in  the  race,  Joe  Walsh, 
instigated  the  break-in.  Walsh,  the 
incumbent  Democratic  Senator 
for  parts  of  Dorchester,  Milton 
and  Randolph,  is  well-known  for 
his  vocal  attacks  against  lesbian 
and  gay  rights. 

The  campaign’s  computer  and 
data  base  were  the  only  items 
stolen  from  the  Dorchester  office. 
The  data  base  included  lists  of 
nearly  12,000  voters  identified  as 
potential  McFadden  supporters 
and  a  list  of  approximately  400 
volunteers. 

The  offices  of  the  Vietnamese 
American  Civic  Association  and 
Allied  Health  Education  and 
Development,  housed  in  the  same 
building,  were  also  burglarized. 

The  break-ins  were  discovered 
when  Reverend  George  Reardon, 
who  had  stayed  in  the  office  build¬ 
ing  overnight,  was  awakened  by 
loud  crashing  noises  in  the  build¬ 
ing.  The  noise  apparently  came 
from  the  two  other  offices  in  the 
building  w  hich  were  vandalized  by 
the  burglars. 

McFadden  believes  that  the 


burglars  quietly  took  the  computer 
out  of  the  building  and  then  came 
back  to  vandalize  the  other  offices 
as  a  cover-up.  He  pointed  out  that 
no  valuables,  such  as  typewriters 
or  answering  machines,  were  taken 
from  his  office.  Two  answering 
machines  were  taken  from  the 
Vietnamese  American  Civic 
Association. 

The  executive  director  of  Allied 
Health  Education  and  Develop¬ 
ment,  A1  Chansky,  concurs  with 
McFadden’s  supposition  that  the 
campaign  office  was  the  target  of 
the  break-in.  “This  is  the  second 
time  the  [Allied  Health]  office  has 
been  broken  into.  The  first  time  an 
answering  machine  was  taken. 
This  time  they  took  nothing.  It 
looked  like  they  just  kicked  the 
door  in  and  threw  down  some 
stethoscopes.  The  office  was  not 
even  trashed,”  Chansky  said.  In 
addition  to  the  answering  ma¬ 
chine,  other  semi-valuable  medical 
equipment  and  medical  books  in 
the  office  were  untouched. 

The  Vietnamese  American  Civic 
Association  could  not  be  reached 
for  comment. 

McFadden,  when  asked  if  he 
believed  that  Walsh  was  behind 
the  break-in,  replied,  “Who  else 
would  profit  by  those  lists  being 
taken?”  Since  deciding  to  run 
against  Walsh,  McFadden  said  he 


has  been  warned  numerous  times 
to  beware  of  violence  from  Walsh 
supporters.  “Beacon  Hill  insiders 
have  told  me  to  never  go  out 
alone,”  said  McFadden. 

He  added  that  when  Walsh 
discussed  McFadden  with  Mass¬ 
achusetts  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pol¬ 
itical  Caucus  co-chair  Arline 
Isaacson,  the  incumbent  said, 
“You  know  I  play  dirty.”  The  on¬ 
ly  direct  threat  McFadden  says  he 
has  received  occurred  in  the  Dor¬ 
chester  Day  Parade  when  Walsh’s 
son,  dressed  in  army  fatigues  and 
dark  glasses,  approached  him  and 
said,  “I  know  who  you  are.  You 
don’t  know  who  I  am  and  I  know 
where  you  live.” 

Walsh  did  not  return  GCA’s 
calls. 

McFadden,  although  lamenting 
the  loss  of  his  $10,000  computer, 
said  his  campaign  will  not  be  hurt 
by  the  burglary.  “This  hasn’t  set 
us  back.  It’s  assured  us  we’re  do¬ 
ing  even  better  than  we  thought  if 
they’ve  taken  to  these  tactics.” 
Due  to  back-up  campaign  lists,  the 
stolen  information  will  be  easily 
replaced,  added  McFadden. 

The  case  is  under  investigation 
by  Detective  Lewis  McConkey  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department. 
McConkey  declined  to  talk  about 
the  case  with  GCN. 


popular  lesbian/gay  night  spot 
here,  over  200  residents  and  sum¬ 
mer  visitors  attended  a  Board  of 
Selectpeople  meeting  on  August 
25.  A  number  of  lesbians  and  gay 
men  at  the  meeting,  which  lasted 
for  more  than  four  hours,,  ex¬ 
pressed  outrage  at  the  arrests  of 
gay  people  —  allegedly  for  causing 
noise  and  blocking  traffic  on 
Commercial  Street  at  night.  Also 
condemned  were  the  use  of  state 
police  and  dogs  at  the  largest  of  the 
demonstrations  held  in  response  to 
the  arrests.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  14, 
No.  7) 

The  key  demand  of  the  lesbians 
and  gay  men  present  was  that 
charges  against  those  arrested  be 
dropped.  This  proposal,  formally 
introduced  by  openly  gay  select¬ 
man  Paul  A.  Christo,  was  de¬ 
feated  four  to  one.  Instead,  a  pro¬ 
posal  to  form  a  committee  to  deal 
with  alleged  problems  of  noise  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

A  total  of  nine  arrests  were 
made  on  the  weekend  of  August 
16-18,  six  early  Saturday  morning, 
two  at  a  700-person  protest  early 
Sunday  morning  and  one  on  Mon¬ 
day.  According  to  witnesses, 
Saturday’s  arrests,  which  sparked 
later  protests,  were  unnecessary 
and  arbitrary.  Wayne  Harris,  who 
works  with  the  Provincetown 
Human  Rights  Coalition,  said, 
‘‘The  police  were  very 
belligerent _ They  arrested  peo¬ 

ple  for  being  on  the  sidewalk  or  on 
the  street.” 

The  arrests  occurred  in  front  of 
Spiritus  Pizza,  an  area  where  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  gather  after  the 
bars  close  at  1  a.m.  Many  activists 
believe  the  area  was  targeted  not 
because  it  is  particularly  noisy,  but 


because  gay  people  congregate 
there. 

But  the  Board  and  police  claim 
they  were  forced  to  take  action 
after  they  received  complaints 
from  neighbors  about  excessive 
noise  in  the  area.  At  the  August  25 
meeting,  a  woman  who  identified 
herself  as  one  who  had  complained 
to  the  police,  said  she  was  not  anti¬ 
gay,  but  that  she  lived  three  doors 
from  Spiritus  and  had  trouble 
sleeping  at  night. 

She  said  she  had  gone  outside 
one  night  and  asked  people  to 
quiet  down.  “I  don’t  want  to  tell 
you  what  happened,  I  had  people 
urinating  on  my  lawn  and  garbage 
dumped  on  it.”  She  added,  “I  am 
just  asking  for  a  little  peace  and 
quiet.  I  am  not  against  the 
gays....  You  people  put  bread 
and  butter  on  my  table.” 

Emotions  ran  high  from  the 
beginning  of  the  meeting  when 
Board  chairwoman  Betty  Steele 
announced,  “There  will  be  no 
dialogue  here.”  Selectwoman 
Mary-Jo  Avellar  and  selectman 
Christo  both  argued  that  dialogue 
was  crucial,  and  community  mem¬ 
bers  were  permitted  to  speak. 

A  high  point  of  the  meeting  oc¬ 
curred  when  Christo  strongly  con¬ 
demned  the  police  action  —  to 
loud  applause  and  a  standing  ova¬ 
tion.  Saying  he  would  make  sure 
nothing  similar  ever  happened 
again  in  Provincetown,  Christo 
said,  “In  1986  gay  people  have 
been  forced  to  accept  AIDS  as 
their  own  fault.  The  gay  communi¬ 
ty  has  lost  so  much  that  the  loss  of 
a  sidewalk  was  too  much.”  The 
speech  was  covered  by  the  wire  ser¬ 
vices  and  appeared  in  local  papers

calif,  blocks  larouche  lies 

SACRAMENTO,  CA  —  Secretary  of  State  March 
Fong  Eu  has  won  a  suit  which  will  prevent  the  Lyndon 
LaRouche  group  here  from  supplying  “false  informa¬ 
tion”  to  voters  about  AIDS,  according  to  the 
Washington  Blade.  The  statements  supplied  by  the 
LaRouche  organization  to  the  state  concerned  an 
AIDS  quarantine  initiative  and  were  to  be  included  in 
a  booklet  distributed  to  voters  that  explains  various 
ballot  questions. 

The  statements  to  which  Eu  objected  were  that 
AIDS  “is  not  hard  to  get;  it  is  easy  to  get,”  that  “poten¬ 
tial  insect  and  respiratory  transmission  [of  AIDS]  has 
been  established  by  numerous  studies,”  and  that 
“transmission  [of  AIDS]  by  casual  contact  is  well- 
established.” 

Eu  charged  the  information  was  "obviously  cal¬ 
culated  to  incite  panic  rather  than  a  reasonable 
response  to  a  public  health  crisis.”  In  defense  of  the 
pamphlet,  Brian  Lantz,  a  leader  of  the  LaRouche 
group,  said  that  Eu  was  “ill-informed.”  He  also  said 
the  statement  about  casual  transmission  had  been 
revised  to  say  that  “the  possibility  of  casual  transmis¬ 
sion  has  not  been  disproved,”  according  to  the  Bay 
Area  Reporter.

kkk  says  faggot-run  govt,  must  end 

Klansmen  held  what  they  now  refer  to  as  a 
“gross  illumination”  at  the  close  of  their  convention 
on  Edwin  Thral’s  farm,  East  Windsor,  Conn,  on  Aug. 
30.  Approximately  30-40  members  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan 
and  100  onlookers  rallied  at  the  farm.  Klansmen  from 
several  different  states  spoke  on  a  variety  of  topics, 
ranging  from  recruitment  strategies  for  youth  to  the 
growing  need  to  stop  "homosexuals”  and  “faggots” 
from  running  the  government. 

Meanwhile,  only  15  miles  away  in  Hartford,  ap¬ 
proximately  2000  people,  mostly  Puerto  Ricans,  mar¬ 
ched  in  commemoration  of  the  one-year  anniversary 
of  the  FBI  invasion  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  arrests  of 
16  Puerto  Rican  independence  movement  activists 
for  alleged  involvement  in  a  bank  robbery.  Some  ac¬ 
tivists  working  on  the  Puerto  Rican  march  believe  the 
Klan’s  decision  to  meet  nearby  was  not  coincidental.

prisoners 

SIOUX  FALLS,  SD  —  A  new  national  organiza¬ 
tion  for  current  and  former  psychiatric  in¬ 
mates/prisoners  is  forming  to  combat  the  repressive 
policies  advocated  for  mental  patients  in  the  name  of 
"help.”  The  National  Alliance  of  Mental  Patients 
(NAMP)  will  target  such  groups  as  the  National  In¬ 
stitutes  for  Mental  Health  and  the  American 
Psychiatric  Association,  coordinating  national  cam¬ 
paigns  to  end  electroshock,  forced  treatment  and 
other  forms  of  psychiatric  violence. 

NAMP  will  also  work  towards  abolishing  psy¬ 
chiatry  and  connecting  with  the  struggles  of  other  op¬ 
pressed  peoples,  including  women,  seniors,  poor  peo¬ 
ple,  prisoners,  lesbians  and  gay  men,  Third  World 
people,  the  differently  abled,  the  homeless,  kids  and 
adolescents.

allied  for  child  advocacy 

BUTNER,  NC  —  People*Allied  for  Child  Advocacy 
(PACA)  has  formed  to  promote  new  programs  to  meet 
children’s  needs  for  security  and  respect. 

“We  believe  that  child  abuse  must  be  placed 
within  the  broad  context  of  our  society  at  large  in 
which  sexism,  racism,  and  the  profit  motive  all  in¬ 
tersect  with  ageism  to  make  children  one  of  the  most 
brutalized  segments  of  our  society,”  says  co-founder 
Jeanne  Lenzer. 

PACA  wants  to  repeal  all  status  offenses  (run¬ 
ning  away,  truancy,  etc.)  and  insists  on  full  employ¬ 
ment  for  all  youth  who  want  to  work.  Other  “creative 
alternatives”  proposed  include  increased  funding  for 
counseling,  separate  social  service  advocates  for 
survivors  of  child  abuse  and  their  parents,  better 
agency  accountability,  improved  health  care  and 
nutrition,  world  wide  vaccination,  and  better  educa¬ 
tional  resources. 

In-school  programs  about  dangers  to  children 
“should  not  focus  on  strangers  over  other  adults  in 
the  child’s  environment,”  PACA  contends.  And,  peo¬ 
ple  at  large  should  be  taught  “appropriate  views  of 
children  as  humans  with  their  own  rights  and  not  just 
as  extensions  of  their  parents’  desires.” 

Lezner  called  on  other  child  abuse  survivors  to 
join  PACA.  “For  the  first  time,  lawyers,  judges,  doc¬ 
tors, -nurses,  social  workers,  and  the  abusing  parents 
and  adults  themselves  will  have  to  listen,  because  it 
is  only  us  —  those  of  us  who  have  survived. .  .who 
must  be  heard  and  must  act.”

ma  lets  queer  fingers  walk,  too 

MIAMI  —  After  three  weeks  of  pressure  from 
south  Florida’s  gay  and  lesbian  community,  the 
BellSouth  phone  company  has  consented  to  print  an 
ad  containing  the  word  “gay”  in  their  Yellow  Pages. 
BellSouth,  which  covers  Florida,  Georgia,  North  and 
South  Carolina,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and 
Tennessee,  has  also  agreed  to  drop  a  policy  that 
states  that  “the  Company  may  determine. .  .not  to 
accept  advertising  with  respect  to  homosexuals  on 
the  grounds  that  to  do  so  at  this  time  may  be  offen¬ 
sive  to  a  segment  of  its  directory.” 

The  change  was  made  after  the  Weekly  News,  a 
gay  paper  here,  submitted  an  ad  to  the  Yellow  Pages 
that  read,  “You  need  a  Gay  Newspaper  to  Reach  the 
Gay  Community.”  Although  the  paper  had  run  pre¬ 
vious  ads  stating  the  News  served  the  “Florida  Gay 
Community,”  the  Yellow  Pages  balked  at  the  new  wor¬ 
ding. 

One  phone  company  official  told  the  News  that 
the  ad  would  be  acceptable  if  the  wording  was  chang¬ 
ed.  The  News  suggested  substituting  “lesbian- 
homosexual”  for  “gay”  —  to  be  told,  “Oh  no,  that’s 
even  worse.” 

Bringing  the  issue  to  a  head  was  the  publication 
in  the  Miami  Herald  of  a  statement  in  defense  of  the 
BellSouth  policy  by  company  spokesman  Fred 
Mookes.  Mookes  stated,  “[t]hey  [lesbians  and  gay 
men]  feel  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  rights  as  other 
minority  groups  and  they  are  not.  The  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  has  just  outlawed  the  two  acts  they  must 
engage  in  if  they  are  in  love  with  each  other.”  Mookes 
was  ostensibly  referring  to  the  June  30  decision 
allowing  states  to  ban  sodomy. 

Mookes’  remark  inspired  a  storm  of  criticism  in 
local  media,  with  people  being  asked  to  protest  the 
Yellow  Pages  by  cancelling  their  special  phone  ser¬ 
vices  such  as  call  waiting  and  automatic  dialing. 

The  public  outcry  paid  off.  Following  a  meeting 
of  the  Yellow  Pages  Ethics  and  Standards  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  anti-gay  policy  was  axed  and  the  News  ad  ac¬ 
cepted.  BellSouth  also  apologized  for  Mookes’  state¬ 
ment  and  said  he  would  no  longer  be  a  spokesman  in 
the  south  Florida  area.

women  peace  campers  expel  men 

CAMBRIDGE,  England  —  Eight  women  from  the 
Molesworth  and  Greenham  Peace  Camps  temporarily 
expelled  all  men  from  the  Molesworth  camp  after  a 
third  rape  occurred  here,  according  to  Peace  News. 
Some  men  later  returned,  and  discussion  is  on-going 
about  whether  the  camp  should  be  for  women  only. 

Currently,  there  are  two  women  living  at  the 
camp  full-time  along  with  one  man  who  has  been  a 
long-time  resident  and  who  has  not  been  implicated 
in  any  of  the  rapes. 

Women  at  Faslane  Peace  Camp  intend  to  call  a 
meeting  of  all  women  at  mixed-gender  peace  camps 
to  discuss  the  rapes  at  Molesworth  and  possible  solu¬ 
tions.

NEW  YORK  —  Counseling  centers  designed  to 
discourage  pregnant  women  from  having  abortions 
are  proliferating  in  the  U.S.  under  the  guise  of  medical 
clinics.  According  to  Womanews,  approximately 
2,100  such  clinics  are  currently  in  existence. 

The  centers  are  an  outgrowth  of  the  Robert  Pear¬ 
son  Foundation,  a  Missouri-based  anti-abotion 
group.  The  Pearson  Foundation  claims  an  85  percent 
“success”  rate,  using  methods  deemed  unethical  by 
a  wide  range  of  social,  political  and  religious  groups. 
Fof  example,  the  “clinics”  are  not  upfront  with  clients 
about  their  anti-abortion  philosophy.  Volunteers  are 
instructed  at  training  sessions  to  evade  the  question 
of  whehter  the  clinic  provides  abortion.  Suggested 
responses  to  the  question  are,  “We  have  all  the  latest 
information,”  and  “Whatever  is  needed,  we  do  here.” 

In  a  victory  in  the  fight  against  the  “clinics”  the 
NYNEX  phone  company  has  agreed  to  change  their 
advertising  policy  to  restrict  business  listings  under 
the  heading  of  “clinics”  to  those  that  are  licensed  by 
the  state  and  affiliated  with  a  physician.

Women  Take  off  Shirts;  Rangers  Put  on  Cuffs

PROVINCETOWN,  MA  — 
Ten  women  were  arrested  here  in 
an  ongoing  attempt  to  repeal  reg¬ 
ulations  that  prohibit  women  from 
shirt-free  sunbathing  and  swim¬ 
ming.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  14,  No.  3) 
During  the  August  26  protest  at 
Herring  Cove  Beach,  a  predomin¬ 
antly  lesbian  and  gay  section  of  the 
National  Seashore,  over  50  women 
went  shirt-free  on  the  beach  while 
three  shirt-free  women  surveyed 
the  scene  in  a  boat.  Only  about 
half  of  the  women  appeared  to  be 
shirt-free  specifically  for  the 
demonstration. 

According  to  Gabriel  Brooke, 


one  of  the  organizers  of  the  action. 
National  Park  Rangers  got  wind  of 
the  event  and  stayed  away  from 
the  beach  to  avoid  arresting  the 
women. 

This  reluctance  to  arrest  the  pro¬ 
testers,  said  Brooke,  is  consistent 
with  the  rangers’  policy  of  routine¬ 
ly  dropping  charges  against  wo¬ 
men  who  are  arrested  for  being 
shirt-free.  Consequently,  the  regu¬ 
lation  has  never  been  challenged  in 
court,  where  Brooke  and  other 
women  believe  it  would  be  de¬ 
clared  unconstitutional. 

Ten  women  did  manage  to  get 
arrested  when  they  confronted

throughout  the  state. 

Christo  told  GCN  he  had  asked 
the  Board  to  consider  an  investiga¬ 
tion  into  the  police  action,  but  that 
his  colleagues  “pooh-poohed  it.” 

Also  disappointed  at  the 
Board’s  failure  to  take  the  les- 
bian/gay  community’s  demands 
more  seriously  was  Paul  Wychules 
of  the  Human  Rights  Coalition. 
Wychules  said,  however,  that  he 
thought  the  meeting  was  educa¬ 
tional  for  the  community  as  it 
pointed  out  the  lack  of  awareness 
of  town  officials. 


The  committee  which  will  in¬ 
vestigate  noise  at  night  will  consist 
of  two  members  of  the  five- 
member  Board  of  Selectpeople,  a 
member  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  the  Provincetown  Business 
Guild,  the  Human  Rights  Coali¬ 
tion,  the  police  chief,  and  the  town 
manager. 

Police  Chief  James  Meads  was 
not  at  the  meeting  and  was  not 
available  for  comment.  Those  ar¬ 
rested  have  a  pre-trial  hearing  set 
for  Sept.  29  at  District  Court  in 
Orleans.

park  rangers  in  the  Herring  Cove 
parking  lot. 

Ironically,  said  Brooke,  the  wo¬ 
men  were  not  allowed  to  go  back 
to  the  beach  to  retrieve  their  shirts 
and  police  officers  initially  refused 
to  provide  clothing  for  them  once 
they  were  in  jail.  Only  after  a 
lawyer’s  request  did  the  women 
receive  shirts. 

The  women  were  released  with¬ 
out  bail. 

When  asked  why  she  participa¬ 
ted  in  the  action,  Brooke  stressed 
that  she  has  not  been  “political” 
in  the  past  and  that  she  had  no 
prior  record  of  arrest.  Her  motiv¬ 
ation  for  getting  involved  in  this 
action  was  that  “it  has  to  do  with 
my  home.  I  live  here  and  go  to  the 
beach  a  lot.  It  touches  me  per¬ 
sonally.  That’s  where  politics 
start.” 

Compounding  the  importance 
of  the  issue,  said  Brooke,  is  the 
probability  that  park  rangers 
single  out  shirt-free  women  at  Her¬ 
ring  Cove  because  the  beach  is 
“predominantly  gay.” 

Brooke,  who  describes  herself  as 
a  “nudist”  and  a  “gay  woman,” 
shares  some  beliefs  with  other  wo¬ 
men  who  have  protested  the  Cape 
Cod  regulations.  Like  Nikki  Craft, 
recently  arrested  for  riding  shirt- 
free  on  a  horse  at  Herring  Cove, 
Brooke  is  anti-pornography  and 


pro-sensuality.  Both  women  use 
the  word  “shirt-free”  instead  of 
“topless”  in  an  attempt  to  disas¬ 
sociate  nudity  from  straight  male 
pornography. 

The  regulation  banning  shirt- 
free  women  from  the  National  Sea¬ 
shore  on  Cape  Cod  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  local  park  ser¬ 
vice.  George  Kyle,  a  public  infor¬ 
mation  officer  for  the  National 
Park  Service  in  Washington,  told 
GCN  that  “the  park  service’s 
viewpoint  is  that  [such  regulations] 
should  be  within  community  stan¬ 
dards  [and]  follow  state  or  local 
law.”  Such  policy  is  administered 


by  the  manager  of  the  site,  said 
Kyle. 

Irving  Tubs,  the  ranger  in 
charge  of  the  area  of  the  National 
Seashore  which  includes  Pro¬ 
vincetown,  did  not  return  GC/Vs 
calls. 

Women  organizing  against  the 
regulation  hope  to  force  the  case 
into  the  court  system  as  the 
numbers  of  women  getting  ar¬ 
rested  increase.  Free  legal  services 
are  available  for  women  who  have 
been  harassed  or  arrested  on  the 
National  Seashore  for  taking  their 
shirts  off.  For  more  information, 
write  Box  300,  Truro,  MA  02666.

was  in  Merle  Woo’s  favor,”  accor¬ 
ding  to  Dean  Gifford.  “As  a  rule, 
the  [Graduate]  School  [of  Educa¬ 
tion]  does  not  employ  full-time 
lecturers.”  Gifford  said  Woo  was 
the  only  full-time  lecturer  in  the 
School  for  two  years,  and  that,  at 
most,  the  school  employs  ten  lec¬ 
turers  in  temporary  appointments. 

Gifford  had  no  criticism  of  Woo 
as  a  teacher:  “If  she  hadn’t  been 
satisfactory,  we  wouldn’t  have  had 
her  back  in  the  second  year.”  Gif¬ 
ford  said  she  was  let  go  because 
her  contract  was  up,  and  because 
she  does  not  have  an  advanced 
degree  in  education. 

Gifford  continued,  “I’m  the  on¬ 
ly  Black  dean  at  Berkeley,  and  I’m 
especially  sensitive  to  charges  of 
unfair  treatment.  It’s  repugnant, 
the  way  she  [Woo]  is  trying  to  dis¬ 
credit  me  with  phony  allegations. 
If  anyone  is  a  victim  of  callous  and 
unjustified  allegations,  it  is  me.  I 
think  there  is  an  element  of  race 
baiting  here.” 

The  Significance  of  the  Case 

Woo  said,  “I  see  this  as  continu¬ 
ing  discrimination,  retaliation  and 
harassment  for  Fighting  and  win¬ 
ning  my  First  case. . ..  It’s  crucial 
to  keep  working  on  campus.  If  UC 


is  victorious  in  firing  me  once  and 
for  all,  it  could  have  a  chilling  ef¬ 
fect  on  other  campus  workers  who 
would  think  twice  before  filing  a 
grievance  or  discrimination  suit.” 

She  continued,  “The  UC 
administration  has  never  been 
critical  of  the  quality  of  my 
teaching.  What  they  hate  is  that  I 
have  continued  to  criticize  UC 
because  of  its  positions  and  ac¬ 
tions  on  many  critical  issues:  its  in¬ 
vestments  in  South  Africa,  and  its 
continual  attacks  on  affirmative 
action,  student  democracy, 
women’s  studies,  gay/lesbian 
courses,  union  organizing  and 
academic  freedom.” 

UC  is  the  largest  public 
employer  in  California.  $2.4 
billion  from  employee  pension 
funds  and  student  fees  is  invested 
in  corporations  doing  business  in 
South  Africa. 

The  Merle  Woo  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee  has  formed  to  Fight  with 
Woo  agianst  the  university.  The 
group  is  currently  circulating  a 
petition  calling  for  her  reinstate¬ 
ment.

CHICAGO  —  For  the  first  time 
here,  an  openly  gay  man  running 
for  office  is  considered  a  strong 
contender.  Ron  Sable,  a  progres¬ 
sive  activist,  will  challenge  incum¬ 
bent  Bernie  Hansen  in  the  Feb¬ 
ruary  election  for  alderperson  of 
this  city’s  heavily  lesbian  and  gay 
44th  ward. 

Sable’s  campaign  comes  in  the 
wake  of  a  highly  visible,  but 
unsuccessful  campaign  to  pass  a  ci¬ 
ty  ordinance  banning  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  lesbians  and  gay  men. 
(See  GCN,  Vol.  14,  No.  7)  But 
while  Sable  can  probably  count  on 
support  from  the  newly  organized 
lesbian  and  gay  community, 
Hansen  enjoys  strong  financial 
support  from  the  ward’s  business 
interests.  In  addition,  Sable  is  con¬ 
sidered  politically  naive  even  by  his 
most  ardent  supporters.  As  one  of 
his  campaign  workers  said,  “Ron 
Sable  is  not  a  politician.  This  is  his 
greatest  strength  and  his  worst 
weakness.” 

Sable,  a  physician,  is  known  in 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community 
primarily  for  his  work  with  people 
with  AIDS  at  the  Sable-Sherer 
clinic  of  Cook  County  Hospital. 
But  he  has  also  worked  on  a 
number  of  other  issues,  including 


organizing  a  Coors  beer  boycott 
contingent  for  the  1985  Chicago 
Pride  Parade,  serving  as  a  member 
of  the  Mayor’s  Committee  on  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Issues,  and  working 
with  Vietnam  Veterans  Against  the 
War  and  Physicians  for  Social 
Responsibility.  Sable’s  campaign 
literature  describes  him  as  an  ac¬ 
tivist  committed  to  the  “political 
and  civil  rights  of  women,  Blacks 
and  Hispanics  as  well  as  Gays  and 
Lesbians.”  In  a  gay  community 
where  leaders  have,  until  recently, 
been  most  often  identified  by  the 
number  of  bars  and  bookstores 
they  owned,  Sable’s  activist 
credentials  are  unsurpassed. 

Unlike  Jim  Flint,  gay  leader 
with  ties  to  the  old  Daly 
“machine”  who  recently  ran  sym¬ 
bolically  for  a  minor  county  ofFice 
as  an  openly  gay  candidate,  Sable 
is  clearly  running  on  a  reform 
ticket.  “Independence  versus 
machine  politics  will  be  a  key 
issue,”  said  Sable,  who  has  the  full 
support  of  the  city’s  independents 
and  Mayor  Harold  Washington. 
“I  hold  a  philosophy  of  participa¬ 
tion  and  empowerment,  instead  of 
the  ‘we’ll  take  care  of  you’  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  ‘machine.’  Services 
should  be  provided  as  matter  of 


right  and  not  as  a  favor.” 

After  decades  of  political 
stagnation,  during  which  all  major 
decisions  were  made  in  backrooms 
by  the  monolithic  Daly 
‘machine,’  Chicago  is  in  a  state 
of  flux.  The  reform  wing,  led  by 
the  city’s  First  Black  mayor,  is  still 
battling  the  formidable  remnants 
of  the  machine  under  alderperson 
Vrdolyak.  This  reform/machine 
split  occurs  largely,  but  not  entire¬ 
ly,  along  Black  and  white  racial 
lines.  Until  recently  Vrdolyak  con¬ 
trolled  29  of  the  50  votes  in  the  city 
council,  and  was  able  to  block 
most  of  Washington’s  attempts  at 
reform.  The  Mayor  gained  the  cru¬ 
cial  four  votes  only  after  racially 
gerrymandered  wards  were  re¬ 
distributed  by  federal  order,  and 
the  tie -breaking  25th  alderperson ’s 
election  was  conceded  after  a 
court-ordered  run-off. 

It  was  made  clear  in  the  ordin¬ 
ance  battle  that  support  for  lesbian 
and  gay  civil  rights  will  only  come 
from  the  reform  politicians  rep¬ 
resented  by  Washington.  Sim¬ 
ilarly,  Sable  can  only  win  if  he  suc¬ 
ceeds  in  building  a  coalition  of  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  and  progressive 
communities.

Dear  GCN: 

Robert  Ebersole  of  the  conservative  Concerned 
Americans  for  Individual  Rights  acknowledged 
in  his  June  29  Speaking  Out  that  homophiles 
“have  a  right  to  be  who  we  are  ”  and  have 
“fought  to  be  accepted.” 

But  his  call  for  “going  forward  together”  was 
limited  to  lining  up  at  election  polls,  saying  voting 
is  “the  only  way”  to  get  power  in  America. 

As  a  volunteer  registrar  for  several  years,  I  cer¬ 
tainly  empathize  with  the  frustrations  Boston  ac¬ 
tivists  faced  trying  to  get  Pride  Day  participants 
enrolled  to  vote.  Perhaps  getting  laws  changed  to 
allow  instant  enfranchisement  on  election  day  or, 
at  the  very  least,  mail-in  forms,  can  constitute 
significant  strategy. 

People  who  vote,  Curtis  B.  Gans  wrote  in 
Beyond  Reagan  (Harper  &  Row,  1984)  are  more 
likely  than  non-voters  to  become  deeply  involved 
in  the  workings  of  democracy.  “Sustained  voter 
participation,”  he  said,  “is  the  key  to  the  involv¬ 
ed  voluntarism  upon  which  democracy  depends, 
not  for  its  existence,  but  for  its  health.” 

But  I  also  believe,  as  the  late  Saul  Alinsky  said, 
that  electoral  politics  can  foster  unhealthy 
divisiveness.  Issue-oriented  politics,  however, 
can  focus  sharply  on  what  can  unite  many  people 
across  class  and  race  lines. 

Times  today  demand  much  more  than  cam¬ 
paigning  in  traditional  styles  and  mere  showing 
up  to  vote.  True,  close  Congressional  elections 
may  be  decided  by  fewer  than  7,000  votes  and  this

year,  Senate  control  could  be  wrested  from  the 
Republicans.  But  I  feel  we  cannot  rest  while  right- 
wing  PAC-men  do  their  dirty  work. 

Recent  decisions  by  the  U.S.  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  to  permit  firing  of  workers  suspected  of  be¬ 
ing  able  to  spread  AIDS  and  by  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  to  uphold  anti-gay  sodomy  laws 
demonstrate  the  urgency  of  direct,  confronta¬ 
tional  activity.  Knowing  that  your  house  is  on 
fire,  to  borrow  disarmament  activist  Norman 
Solomon’s  advice,  one  would  be  wise  to  not  rely 
on  writing  a  letter  to  the  Fire  Chief. 

Gay  men  arrested  for  sex  “crimes,”  especially 
for  intergenerational  relationships,  are  often 
brutalized,  and  sometimes  die,  in  prison.  Our 
brothers,  people  ill  with  drug  usage,  and  others 
are  overcome  by  opportunistic  infections  as  Con¬ 
gress  funds  Contras  to  fight  Nicaraguans,  while 
Reagan  cuts  AIDS  funding.  People  are  hungry  or 
homeless,  yet  the  administration  wants  to  finance 
a  giant  Star  Wars  pork  barrel. 

The  threats  of  war  abroad  and  homophobia  at 
home  require  us  all  to  work  actively  and 
deliberately  for  peace  and  our  liberation.  We 
must  transcend  traditional  electoral  politics  to 
find  non-violent  but  militant  methods  of  struggle 
in  coalition,  lest  tensions  escalate,  as  New  York 
gay  men  and  lesbians  indicated  while  blocking 
Liberty  Weekend  traffic  by  reportedly  chanting 
“Civil  rights,  or  civil  war.”

Dear  GCN: 

Murmurs  of  a  Coke  boycott  have  trickled 
down  to  the  sodomites  here  in  Georgia.  We  can’t 
help  but  wonder  what  ya’ll  can  be  thinking  of. 

You  see,  many  of  us  live  here  in  the  city  that 
Coke  built.  So  of  course  we  believe  that  this 
chickenshit  corporation  deserves  shunning. 

Everyone’s  aware  that  the  company  does 
business  in  South  Africa,  Sullivan  principles  or 
no.  That’s  reason  enough  for  a  boycott. 

Perhaps  we  should  also  all  know  how  Coke 
dealt  with  this  year’s  Atlanta  Pride  March 
organizers.  When  first  approached  about  a 
“community  event,”  the  civic-minded  syrup- 
pushers  were  only  too  happy  to  lend  the  use  of 
two  Coke  trailers  to  dispense  the  home  brew. 

However,  when  officially  informed  as  to  which 
community  precisely  they  would  be  assisting,  the 
trailers  were  unavailable  (due  to  high  demand). 
Closeted  Coke  Guppies  let  Pride  organizers  un¬ 
derstand  that  they  would  in  fact  donate  ice  for  the 
event,  but  no  cans. 

Why?  Because  a  “family  product”  could  not 
be  associated  with  “certain  elements.”  Namely, 
Queers. 

However,  before  homophile  hotheads  outside 
the  perimeter  of  Atlanta  decide  to  derail  Coke  for 
such  self-serving  policies  a  few  salient  points 
should  bear  consideration. 

First  and  foremost,  boycotts  require  massive, 
national  and  state-by-state  organizing  to  be 
.anything  but  laughable.  Coke  has  an  entrenched 
position  neither  Coors  nor  even  orange  juice  have 
enjoyed. 

In  Atlanta,  for  example,  the  Queer  bars  still  all 
serve  Coors,  and  have  no  intentions  of  not  doing 
so.  They  would  even  be  more  loath  to  stop  serv¬ 
ing  the  home  team’s  product.  Hell,  all  the  bar 
guns  for  soft  drink  distribution  come  from  Coke, 
not  to  mention  all  the  mixers. 

Coke  vending  machines  stand  at  virtually  every 
apartment  complex  and  shopping  center,  as  well 
as  a  majority  of  street  corners  in  this  city.  Would 
we  organize  hit  squads  to  periodically  raid  them 
against  a  skyline  dominated  by  the  corporate 
headquarters  at  “Coca-Cola  Place?”  Perhaps  we 
can  stop  buying  food,  since  every  grocery  outlet 
except  the  co-op  carries  this  product.  What  about 
restaurants,  gas  stations,  concerts? 

I’m  not  implying  that  boycotting  is  ineffective 
nor  unadvisable.  I  am  underscoring  logistical  and 
attitudinal  problems,  particularly  in  this  town. 
Additionally,  people  in  the  South  resent  being  in¬ 
formed  by  “the”  arbiters  of  Gay  taste  what  we 
will  or  will  not  do,  according  to  the  oracular  pro- 
nouncers  of  California  and  Yankeeland.  That’s 
arrogant,  regionalist,  and  damn  patronizing. 

Additionally,  experience  forces  me  to  conclude 
that  our  community  has  finite  resources.  Per¬ 
sonally  and  politically,  I  would  prefer  that  the  re¬ 
quisite  energy  for  a  Gay-specific  boycott  be 
placed  instead  into  the  organizing  of  a  National 
March  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights. 

This  does  not  mean  that  I  regard  Coke  as  unas¬ 
sailable  or  morally  neutral.  It  does  mean  that  1 
need  to  prioritize  my  energy  expenditures,  and 
believe  this  to  be  true  of  most  individuals. 

I  don’t  want  to  be  a  boycott  organizer.  I  want 
to  reprise  my  1979  role  as  a  local  organizer  for  a 
National  March.  It’s  time. 

The  groans  and  protestations  are  audible  now: 
“Oh  no,  not  another  march.  What  good  did  it  do 
last  time?” 

Last  time,  AIDS  was  not  an  issue.  Last  time, 
homophobia  had  less  legitimacy,  at  least 
politically,  than  it  does  now. 

Last  time,  we  got  250,000  people  to  march. 
Upon  arriving  home,  the  Atlanta  papers  had  a 
page-two  story  headlined  “25,000  Gays  March  in 
Washington.” 

This  time,  500,000  Queers  should  converge  on 
the  capital.  And  if  necessary,  myself  and  dozens 
of  other  Georgians  pledge  to  commit  sodomy  in 
Senator  Sam  Nunn’s  office  in  order  to  get 
coverage. 

This  time,  we  need  even  greater  efforts  at  coali¬ 
tion,  outreach,  and  outside  support.  If  that 
means,  among  other  things,  supporting  a  Coke 
boycott,  then  fine. 

This  time,  we  need  an  even  more  coherent  list 
of  demands.  And  we  need  to  ensure  that  these 
demands  are  implemented  —  even  if  we  do  not  see 
them  fully  realized  in  our  own  lifetimes. 

This  time,  we  have  to  cut  a  path  not  only  for 
ourselves  in  the  present,  but  for  future  genera¬ 
tions  of  Dykes  and  Fags  to  come  (wherever  it  is 
that  we  come  from). 

This  time,  we  serve  iced  tea  at  our  strategy  ses¬ 
sions,  not  Coke. 

This  time,  we  know  what  we’re  up  against.  We 
know  how  long  and  hard  the  struggle  really  is. 

This  time,  we  mean  it.

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Speaking  Out - 

Pornography  and  Sexuality  Debates: 

Examining  the  History 

By  Joanna  Russ 


The  question  of  pornography  has  been  a  thorny  feminist  one  for  years.  Now  the  Meese 
Commission’s  reactionary  bigotry  has  caused  a  spate  of  comment  in  the  gay  and  radical 
press. 

The  trouble  is  that  everyone  seems  frozen  into  one  of  two  positions:  either  sexual 
pleasure  is  an  inexplicable,  uncaused  absolute  and  absolutely  OK  or  anything  else  takes 
precedence  and  sexual  pleasure  is  (almost  by  definition)  patriarchally  corrupt. 

The  split  is  no  accident.  It  was  invented  (for  very  bad  reasons)  in  the  1890s- 1920s  by 
what’s  known  as  the  “sex  reform  movement”  who  pictured  themselves  as  reclaiming  sexual 
joy  and  freedom  from  Victorian  repression  and  moralizing.  Modern  historians  agree. 

This  is  not  what  happened. 

The  fathers  of  the  movement,  like  Ernest  van  der  Velde  and  Havelock  Ellis  (it  had  no 
mothers)  were  reacting  against  the  feminism  of  the  1880s  and  1890s,  a  massive  uprising  that 
makes  ours  look  pale  in  comparison.  One  of  the  prominent  features  of  European  feminism 
of  the  time  (it  ended  not  with  the  vote  but  with  the  political  witch-hunts  of  World  War  I)  was 
women’s  anger  at  male  sexual  exploitation.  Issues  included  precisely  those  we  know  today: 
the  abusive  treatment  of  prostitutes  by  government  and  police,  rape,  the  sexual  abuse  of 
children,  rape  in  marriage,  incestuous  assault,  and  the  economic  dependence  of  women  on 
men  that  made  and  makes  heterosexuality  compulsory  for  so  may  women. 

Among  the  inventions  of  the  white  gentlemen  who  created  the  sex-reform  movement 
were:  foreplay  (i.e.  defined  as  a  prelude  to  the  Sacred  Act  of  heterosexual  intercourse), 
frigidity  (true  of  any  woman  who  did  not  enthusiastically  participate  in  heterosexual  inter¬ 
course  despite  her  other  possible  pleasures),  prudishness  (defined  as  any  protest  against  the 
form  taken  by  male  heterosexuality),  sexual  repression  (pictured  as  the  cause  of  or  result  of 
prudery),  the  necessity  of  women’s  submitting  to  the  male  in  everything,  especially  in 
heterosexual  intercourse,  and  the  ultimate  evil  and  twisted  bitterness  of  lesbians  who  were 
that  way  because  they  hated'  men,  which  hatred  arose  from  their  sexual  repression 
(heterosexual  repression,  that  is)  or  their  hatred  of  women  or  their  hatred  of  womanhood, 
i.e.  their  prudery,  and  the  physical  and  mental  illnesses  (like  cancer  or  neuroticism)  which 
were  bound  to  befall  women  who  did  not  enthusiastically  participate  in  heterosexual  inter¬ 
course.  And  so  on. 

Some  of  the  old  things  these  gentelment  kept:  the  naturalness  of  men’s  dominance, 
even  their  sadism  (Ellis  is  disgusting  on  this  point)  and  women’s  consequently  “natural” 
subordinance  and  masochism;  the  insistence  on  motherhood  as  women’s. only  sphere  of  ac¬ 
tivity;  that  participating  in  heterosexual  intercourse  with  men  marked  women  as  “real 
women,”  although  many  of  these  real  women  needed  months  or  even  years  of  training  to 
learn  to  enjoy  this  totally  “natural”  activity. 

Edward  Carpenter,  hero  of  the  early  struggle  for  gay  male  rights,  was  one  of  this  group 
and  believed,  with  them,  that  women  deserved  equal  rights  as  long  as  they  remained  passive,

vile  oppression 

Dear  GCN: 

It  should  come  as  no  shock  to  anyone  that 
various  Supreme  Court  (In)Justices  are  being 
honored  by  their  underlings  at  Bar  Association 
dinners  and  meetings.  The  American  Bar  As¬ 
sociation  and  its  local  chapters  have  a  long  history 
of  the  most  vile  oppression  of  gay  people. 

I  reluctantly  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Queens 
County  Bar  Association  in  New  York  several 
years  ago.  They  decided  to  be  liberal  and  stage  a 
debate  over  the  decriminalization  of  prostitution. 
At  that  time  I  was  working  in  the  sex  industry  and 
I  was  introduced  to  the  moderator  before  the 
meeting  as  a  gay  man .  The  meeting  went  horribly, 
with  snickers  and  sexist  remarks  every  time  a 
woman  prostitute  was  allowed  to  speak.  During 
the  question  and  answer  period,  I  had  my  hand  up 
for  ages  and  was  ignored  by  the  moderator,  who 
was  an  elderly  woman.  Finally,  someone  said 
“Hey,  his  hand  has  been  up”  and  she  replied  “/ 
don 't  have  any  gays  on  the  agenda.  ’  ’  So  here  —  in 
their  most  liberal  moment  —  a  gay  person  had  no 
right  to  even  ask  a  question  from  the  floor  like 
anyone  else.  And  they  were  talking  about  what  we 
should  be  allowed  to  do  with  our  own  bodies!

Dear  GCN: 

Between  AIDS  and  the  religious  right’s 
bigotry,  many  gays  are  returning  to  their 
dungeons.  I  just  wonder  how  hard  Jerry  Falwell 
and  the  right  would  fight  against  abortion  if  it 
could  be  detected  that  the  fetus  was  gay? 

Anyway,  here  among  the  cornfields  of  Iowa, 
homophobia  is  running  rampant,  especially  at 
Iowa  State  Penitent(iary)  where  it’s  open  season 
for  prejudice  against  gays,  and  the  abuse  is  so 
thick  that  suicide  becomes  a  thinkable  option.  To 
complicate  matters,  some  of  the  more  offensive 
of  the  guards  are  themselves  closet  material  and 
go  out  of  their  way  to  make  sure  everyone  sees 
them  debasing  the  “queers.” 

For  the  first  three  years  here  I  carefully  stayed 
neatly  tucked  in  the  closet.  Then  one  night, 
recently,  I  was  placed  in  a  predicament  where  I 
had  to  either  stand  silently  by  while  a  guard 
viciously  debased  and  tried  to  manipulate  a  gay 
prisoner  friend  of  mine  into  quitting  his  job  (and 
surrendering  what  little  economic  ‘independence’ 
he  had),  or  to  speak  out.  This  employee  was  de- 
meaningly  treating  this  gay  friend,  who  already 
had  little  self-esteem  and  confidence,  as  a  leper. 

Well,  I  surrendered  my  fastidious  phoniness, 
unlocked  my  closet  door,  and  defended  my 
friend.  Besides,  as  queeny  as  my  friend  is,  he  had 
shown  more  courage  than  I  when  it  came  to  being 
who  I  am. 

So  I  denounced  the  employee’s  prejudiced  at¬ 
titude  and  assisted  my  friend  in  filing  a  grievance 
with  the  administration.  Boy,  was  I  ever  naive 
about  thinking  that  they  would  discipline  this 
homophobe.  Nothing  happened  to  him,  but  the 
roof  fell  in  on  top  of  me.  To  get  revenge,  he 
started  some  gossip  about  me  being  a  snitch  [in¬ 
former],  the  very  worst  label  any  incarcerated 
person  can  be  saddled  with.  Then  I  had  my  job 
taken  away  without  any  reason  being  given,  and 
now  my  peers  keep  me  at  an  arm’s  length  away. 

I  have  turned  to  the  Federal  Court,  Southern 
District  of  Iowa,  for  assistance.  I  filed  a  legal  ac¬ 
tion  against  the  staff  but  this  action  has  stalled 
because  the  court  “can’t  find”  a  competent  at¬ 
torney  who’s  willing  to  take  my  case  because  of 
the  gay  issue.  I  have  nowhere  else  to  turn. 
Anything  you  could  do  would  be  greatly  ap¬ 
preciated.

feminine,  occum  J  '<’!dy  with  motherhood,  and  devoted  to  men.  (That  wasn’t  the  last  time 
some  gay  men  tliougr  t  they  could  buy  into  the  brotherhood  of  men  at  the  expense  of 
women.) 

This  grotesque  and  ghastly  stuff  is  still  with  us.  We  of  the  gay  community  may  not 
believe  that  heterosexual  intercourse  is  sacred  but  the  split  between  “pro-sex”  and  “anti¬ 
sex”  forces  in  feminism,  the  idea  that  sexuality  is  either  unimportant  or  some  kind  of  natural 
essence  whose  origins  are  unknowable  comes  right  from  the  split  between  the  feminists  who 
were  protesting  men’s  power  and  the  sex  reformers  who  were  out  to  help  the  association  of 
women  and  men  with  the  smallest  band-aids  they  could,  in  the  interests  of  keeping  the  sexual 
and  gender  status  quo. 

For  example,  many  nineteenth-century  and  early  twentieth-century  feminists  insist  — 
accurately,  as  it  turned  out,  as  in  the  1960s  “sexual  revolution”  —  that  birth  control  would 
only  make  women  more  accessible  to  men’s  heterosexual  demands  in  a  situation  of  unequal 
power.  Is  anyone  taking  that  position  today?  It’s  a  position  perfectly  compatible  with  the 
absolute  short-run  necessity  of  birth  control  and  access  to  abortion  for  women  until  we  reach 
that  radical  restructuring  of  the  whole  damned  world  in  which  sexuality  itself  would  no 
longer  be  restricted,  by  our  culture,  to  one  specific  act,  one  intensely  loaded  with  cultural 
values  of  male  dominance,  female  submission,  “nature,”  possession,  absolute  value,  social 
conformity,  the  gender  status  quo,  and  so  on. 

How  can  anyone  be  “pro-sex”  or  “anti-sex”?  Even  in  the  fundamentalist  right  wing, 
the  quarrel  is  not  whether  human  sexuality  will  exist  or  not  but  who  gets  to  control  others’ 
behavior.  Nobody  is  “anti-sex”  in  the  sense  of  proposing  to  abolish  heterosexual  activity 
totally  except  for  some  radical  lesbians  and  feminists  (I  am  both)  who  want  to  abolish  “sex” 
in  the  sense  of  restructuring  everything  so  that  the  current  controversy  will  be  impossible  and 
unthinkable. 

The  real  issues  surrounding  phenomena  like  the  anti-pornography  movement  are  issues 
of  power,  exploitation,  and  the  extent  to  which  all  of  us  have  been  affected  by  the  economic- 
political-social  system  we  live  in.  The  evils  of  advanced  industrial  Capitalism  are  as  central 
to  these  issues  as  the  evils  of  patriarchy.  I  can  no  longer  believe  either  those  (like  some  s/m 
feminists  who  talk  as  if  s/m  were  not  caused  by  the  hierarchical  system  we  live  in  or  those 
anti-pornography  feminists  who  implicitly  pose  romantic  heterosexual  monogamy  (or  its 
lesbian  counterpart)  as  the  alternative  to  pornography.  (As  many  feminists  have  pointed  out 
for  at  least  a  century,  the  two,  far  from  being  opposites,  require  one  another.) 

If  we  don’t  tie  our  current  issues  into  the  history  that  produced  them,  we  can  only  con¬ 
tinue  to  repeat  the  same  ineffective  conflicts  that  we’ve  done  in  the  past.  Exhortations  to  be 
good  to  each  other  and  to  stick  together  in  the  face  of  a  common  enemy  aren’t  exactly  false 
—  but  they  don’t  work. 

For  the  daily  realities:  consciousness  raising. 

For  the  history  of  how  it  got  that  way:  I  got  what  I  know  about  the  history  of  “sex 
reform”  from  The  Spinster  and  Her  Enemies ,  and  Elizabeth  Faderman’s  Surpassing  the 
Love  of  Men.  Jonathan  Katz’s  Gay  American  Almanac  draws  on  Faderman  and  adds  good 
material  on  the  economic  changes  that  produced/accompanied  the  campaign  against 
women  Jeffreys  talks  about.  All  three  are  in  print  in  paperback.

Death,  on  the  other  ha 
is  still  shunted  to  the  back  of  the  agenda,  avoided  ui 
it  can  be  avoided  no  more.

The  gay  and  lesbian  liberation  movement  is  vc 
young.  Women  and  men  who  were  30  during  t 
Stonewall  riots  are  now  just  over  45.  And  many  me 
are  younger.  It  is  no  surprise  then  that  gay  men  £ 
havmg  a  great  deal  of  trouble  dealing  with  the  numb 
of  deaths  resulting  from  AIDS.  People  this  young  a 
not  prepared  to  begin  dealing  with  death  —  and  c< 
tainly  not  the  amount  of  death  which  has  struck  t 
community  over  the  past  few  years. 

Death,  in  this  culture,  has  been  treated  as  a  fami 
matter.  Families  pull  closer  together,  protected  I 
their  communities,  and  find  ways  to  deal  with  the  lo: 


Gay  men  have  also  done  this.  In  many  ways  these  gay 
extended  families  are  stronger,  tighter,  than  the 
biological  family  because  they  are  chosen  and  built 
upon  mutual  support  and  respect. 

There  is  very  little  —  and  in  many  cases  no  social, 
legal  or  psychological  support  from  outside  of  the  gay 
community  to  help  deal  with  these  issues.  There  are 
no  secure  legal  rights  for  homosexual  lovers,  many 
times  no  hospital  visiting  privileges  for  gay  friends. 
But  most  of  all  there  is  no  basic  respect  for  the  gay 
world  in  which  the  person  with  AIDS  has  lived  his  life. 

a  me  ^.hard  bein§  a  8ay  male  today  and  not  think  of 
AIDS  all  of  the  time.  In  Boston,  a  city  which  has  not 
been  very  hard  hit  by  the  epidemic,  I  know  of  15  men 
who  have  died  or  been  diagnosed.  People  who  live  in 
New  York  or  San  Francisco  may  know  as  many  as  30 
or  40  men  who  have  died  or  who  have  AIDS. 

Because  the  gay  male  community  is  large  and 
oosely  knit  —  made  up  of  groups  of  friends  as  well  as 
large  socializing  networks  of  bars  and  baths  -  it  is 
possible  to  know  a  great  many  people  casually  or  just 
by  sight.  It  has  become  commonplace  over  the  last  two 
years  to  presume  that  a  bar  regular  may  be  dying  or 
dead  if  he  is  absent  for  a  while.  The  friendship  net-

works  are  informal  enough  that  one  might  not  know 
who  to  ask  about  a  missing  man.

Since  Stonewall  the  gay  and  lesbian  community 
has  established  a  complex  and  varied  network  of 
newspapers  and  magazines.  But  the  gay  press  has  not 
done  all  that  well  in  helping  the  community  deal  with 
death.  Papers  like  Gay  Community  News  and  the  New 
York  Native  will  print  obituaries  of  somewhat  promi¬ 
nent  people  those  who  may  have  been  known  by 
some  segment  of  the  community.  While  this  is  good,  it 
appears  to  isolate  and  diminish  the  number  of  cases.*? 
This  practice  implies,  however  unintentionally,  that 
these  cases  are  sadder  because  the  men  were  well 
known,  or  because  they  had  made  some  contribution  * 
to  the  gay  community  while  they  were  alive.  The  most 
extreme  case  is,  of  course,  Rock  Hudson  who,  while 
he  never  came  out,  even  on  his  death  bed,  still- 
garnered  publicity  and  sympathy  for  simply  being 
famous. 

Other  papers  like  the  Bay  Area  Reporter  in  San 
Francisco  run  every  week  anywhere  from  10  to  20 
obituaries  of  regular,  everyday  gay  men  who  have 
died  of  AIDS.  This  is  a  chilling  sight  to  see,  a  regular 
momenta  mori,  especially  since  many  people  first  see 
the  paper  in  bars  or  other  gay  establishments  where  it 
is  given  away. 

Of  course,  the  straight  press  is  still  worse.  The 
I\ew  York  Times  has  acknowledged,  by  my  count,  on¬ 
ly  three  AIDS-related  deaths.  Still  there  are  other 
obituaries  of  AIDS-related  deaths  and  they  are  not 
hard  to  tind:  he  was  36,  a  church  organist  and  died 
ader  a  abor*  Wness  leaving  a  mother  and  two  sisters  in 
Ohio,  he  was  42,  a  respected  clothing  designer,  died 
alter  a  long  illness,  leaving  parents  and  a  brother  in 
Connecticut.  But  these  are  just  the  more  prominent; 
the  semi-famous,  by  the  New  York  Times'  standards. 
There  is  no  mention  of  the  37-year-old  underwriter  for 


an  insurance  company  who  died  after  being  hospital¬ 
ized  for  8  months  and  leaves  no  family  because  they 
have  not  spoken  to  him  since  he  moved  from  upstate 
New  York  18  years  ago  after  telling  them  that  he  was 
gay.  Nor  was  AIDS  cited  in  the  extensive  obituaries  of 
a  Boston  Latino  community  leader  who  died  of  res¬ 
piratory  complications  at  the  age  of  35  this  spring. 
Every  time  this  happens,  every  time  one  of  these 
obituaries  appears  it  is  not  only  AIDS  which  is 
rendered  invisible,  but  also  the  existence  of  all  gay 
people. 

A  startling  sense  of  deja  vu  occurs  for  gay  men  and 
lesbians  when  they  read  each  of  these  obituaries.  It  is 
not  unlike  20  years  ago  when  you  would  read  gossip 
columns  and  newspaper  items  to  see  who  was  married 
and  Who  was  not,  to  try  to  discover  who  might  be  gay 
and  who  might  (with  very  good  reason)  be  hiding  their 
sexuality.  You  read  these  things  in  an  attempt  to  get  a 


sense  of  community,  to  find  others  who  are  like  you, 
to  feel  not  so  invisible  and  alone. 

The  social  embarrassment  and  denial  of  gay  sex¬ 
uality  in  the  1950s  and  '60s  is  being  re-enacted  now  in 
both  the  gay  and  the  straight  world  with  the  embarrass¬ 
ment  and  denial  of  death  and  AIDS. 

In  a  short  17  years,  the  gay  and  lesbian  liberation 
movement  has  done  many  things  including  attempting 
to  secure  some  legal  rights  for  gay  people.  But  most 
importantly  is  has  —  to  a  large  degree  —  brought  into 
the  open  and  legitimatized  gay  sexuality.  Of  course,  as 
the  Supreme  Court  has  recently  re-emphasized,  it  is 
still  illegal  to  "do  it"  in  many  states,  and  you  can  still 
get  queer-bashed  leaving  a  gay  bar,  and  you  can  still 
get  disowned  by  coming  out  to  your  parents.  But  by 
and  large  the  gay  movement  has  forced  the  issue  of 
sexuality  onto  the  American  popular  imagination  — 
and  we  have  made  an  impact. 

In  a  culture  where  the  two  most  difficult  things  to 
deal  with  are  sex  and  death,  the  gay  male  community 
has  dealt  very  successfully  with  sex.  We  have  brought 
it  out  into  the  open,  learned  how  to  enjoy  it,  integrated 
it  into  our  friendships,  extended  families  and  social 
circles  (no  mean  feat  in  a  society  which  hates  sex  and 
pleasure,  especially  any  variant  sexuality). 

Gay  people  have  been  attacked  for  being  "sex 
obsessed."  What  this  has  always  meant  is  that  we 
have  opted  for  an  honesty  in  our  sexual  lives,  refusing 
to  be  restricted  by  gender,  sexual  behavior  and  many 
times,  class  and  race  barriers.  The  gay  movement  has 
provided  a  structure  and  a  support  for  this  sexuality.  It 
has  made  it  safer  to  come  out  into  the  open,  to  discard 
the  shame  and  shed  the  invisibility  which  prevented 
so  many  people  from  experiencing  not  only  their  sex¬ 
ual  feelings  —  but  any  feelings. 

With  the  presence  of  unprecedented  death  which 
AIDS  has  brought  into  the  gay  community  —  both  the 
male  and  the  female  community,  for  lesbians  though 
relatively  safe  from  the  virus  are  experiencing  some  of 
the  same  emotional  stress  —  the  gay  liberation  move¬ 
ment  must  now  find  a  way  to  deal  with  the  psycho¬ 
logical  and  physical  reality  of  death. 

This  is  a  very  complicated  and  thorny  process  to 
work  out.  On  the  one  hand  our  mainstream  —  het¬ 
erosexual  —  culture  has  always  told  us  that  sex  was 
related  to  death,  that  sexual  transgression  would  lead 
to  both  a  figurative  death  of  the  soul  and  a  literal  death 
of  the  body.  For  men  the  image  of  sex/death  was  the 
vamp,  prominent  still  30  years  ago  in  anti-VD  posters

which  featured  the  alluring  prostitute  with  a  death 
head  for  a  face.  For  women  it  was  ahvays  the  threat  of 
the  male  who  would  slander,  rape  or  murder  them  if 
they  did  not  hold  onto  their  virtue. 

The  tradition  of  the  sexual  object  representing 
death  is  a  heterosexual  one.  Approaching  one  another 
as  gender  equals,  lesbians  and  gay  men  were  able  to 
view  the  object  of  our  sexual  imagination  with  equan¬ 
imity.  The  effect  was  to  create  a  situation  of  mutual 
pleasure  which  would  benefit  both  —  or  all  —  people 
involved.  This  was  relatively  free  from  the  intrusion 
of  the  sex/death  equation  which  had  been  attached  to 
heterosexual  sex  in  an  attempt  to  inhibit  sexual 
freedom  and  pleasure. 

Gay  people  on  the  other  hand,  have  always  sensed 
the  risk  of  transgressing  heterosexual  limits  by  acting 
on  our  desires.  There  was  no  need  for  metaphor  here 
—  sex  did  equal  the  possibility  of  death.  In  both  rural 


and  urban  areas,  even  the  most  sophisticated,  open  cit¬ 
ies,  a  gay  man  or  lesbian  can  be  spotted  as  a  homo¬ 
sexual  and  be  queer-bashed.  And  not  just  beaten,  but 
murdered.  There  have  been  six  known  gay  murders 
and  countless  queer-bashings  this  summer  in  Boston 
alone.  And  remember,  not  even  the  most  flagrant 
heterosexuals  are  beaten  just  because  they  are 
heterosexuals. 

Before  the  advent  of  AIDS,  the  deaths  of  young 
gay  men  that  I  knew  were  from  queer-bashing.  For 
gay  men  and  lesbians  the  connections  between  sex 
and  death  are  very  clear.  If  you  were  "obvious,"  ifyou 
were  "known,"  if  you  were  seen  leaving  a  gay  bar  you 
could  be  beaten  and  killed.  Death,  as  it  were,  came 
with  the  territory. 


But  in  some  ways  this  ever  prevalent  death  was, 
while  hard  to  deal  with,  clear  in  its  origins.  It  was  one 
more  form  of  oppression  which  occurred  because  of 
homophobia  —  or  in  less  euphemistic  terms  —  because 
people  hated  queers.  These  deaths  were  part  of  the 
social  reality  which  spawned  the  gay  and  lesbian 
liberation  movement. 

Since  AIDS  has  become  recognized  as  a  problem 
affecting  gay  men,  the  community  has  done  an  amaz¬ 
ing  job  of  mobilizing.  There  are  health  crisis  centers, 
AIDS  Action  Committees,  support  systems  and  direct 
service  groups  all  over  the  country.  These  have  been 
set  up  almost  entirely  by  the  efforts  of  gay  men,  and  to 
a  lesser  degree  lesbians,  with  very  little  help  —  until 
recently  —  from  the  heterosexual  world.  To  see  what 
gay  men  have  done  in  this  short  period  of  time  is  stag¬ 
gering.  But  what  has  been  done  is  in  the  tradition  of 
most  of  the  work  of  the  gay  movement  —  a  direct  re¬ 
sponse  to  an  oppressive  situation.  Gay  men  were  dy¬ 
ing,  literally  in  the  streets,  and  they  were  taken  in. 
Gay  men  were  being  evicted  from  their  homes,  fired 
from  their  jobs,  denied  basic  health  rights:  all  of  these 
problems  were  faced  head  on. 

But  what  the  gay  movement  has  only  begun  to 
deal  with  is  the  psychological  response  to  AIDS  and  to 
death.  Two  reactions  which  spring  to  mind  immed¬ 
iately  are  the  traditional  responses  to  any  death:  terror 
and  pity.  You  can  see  these  enacted  in  gay  men's  lives 
and  in  any  number  of  books  or  magazines. 

The  first  is  the  phobic  response.  Some  gay  men 
have  avoided  sex,  avoided  bars,  avoided  dealing  with 
their  basic  sexual  identity.  Equaling  gay  life  with 
AIDS,  and  hence  with  death,  they  have  turned  their 
backs  on  it.  They  are  filled  with  fear  and  loathing  for 


their  past  lives  and  for  their  current  sexual  desire,  not 
a  surprising  reaction  since  this  is  the  lesson  every 
homosexual  has  been  taught  from  birth. 

The  second  response  —  pity  —  is  usually  seen  as 
sentimentality.  You  see  it  in  all  of  those  articles  in  ma¬ 
jor  magazines  about  people  with  AIDS:  it's  such  a 
shame  they  are  dying  because  they  had  such  great 
careers,  such  wonderful  lives,  such  lovely  apartments. 
(This  is  not  facetious.  Almost  every  piece  in  Life,  Time, 
Look  and  Newsweek  on  people  with  AIDS  has  been  cer¬ 
tain  to  mention  the  tasteful,  well  decorated  apart¬ 
ments.)  Looking  for  the  sympathy  vote  is  also  an  easy 
trap  for  gay  men  to  fall  into  because  it  seems  as  though 
it  will  actually  address  oppression:  "You  may  have 
hated  us  before  but  now  that  we  are  dying  you  have  to 
like  us."  This,  of  course,  is  false  consciousness 
because  people  who  hate  queers  are  probably  glad  we 
are  dying  —  and  will  also  take  the  opportunity  to 
blame  us  for  the  disease  as  well  as  blame  us  for 
"spreading"  it  to  the  straights.  It  only  adds  to  the  no¬ 
tion  that  AIDS  is  a  gay  disease  and  reinforces  the  idea 
that  it  is  a  metaphor  for  gay  life  itself. 

This  whole  notion  fits  neatly  into  an  old,  ingrained 
Western  cultural  tradition,  the  Camille  syndrome:  the 
romance  of  the  outlaw,  the  misunderstood  one  who 
may  die,  but  who  dies  beautifully  with  a  great  deal  of 
pathos  and  sentiment.  Here  is  the  ultimate  incurable 
romantic. 

But  anyone  who  has  seen  a  person  with  AIDS  die 
knows  it  is  not  romantic.  It  is  medical  and  clinical. 
There  are  tubes  and  respirators,  open  sores  and 
lesions,  inflated,  cooled  mattresses  to  keep  fevers 
down  to  a  manageable  103°,  balding  due  to 
chemotherapy,  infections  which  coat  the  mouth  and 
throat  and  which  make  it  impossible  to  eat.  Men  who 
were  once  200  pounds  lie  in  bed  reduced  to  1 10  pound 
skeletons.  Faces  which  were  once  brimming  with  life 
and  lust  are  reduced  to  courageous  death  masks 
animated  only  with  the  will  to  live. 

There  is  nothing  romantic,  nothing  sentimental  — 
not  even  anything  more  frightening  —  about  dying  of 
AIDS.  It  is  not,  as  Susan  Sontag  might  point  out,  a 
metaphor  for  anything.  It  is  like  all  death:  a  painful, 
hard  end  to  the  sometimes  painful  and  sometimes 
hard  act  of  living. 

Between  sex  and  death,  gay  people  have  dealt  well 
with  sexual  pleasure.  We  have  liberated  it  from  the 
confines  of  the  state  and  religion,  from  the  proscrip¬ 
tions  of  gender  and  have  legitimatized  unadulterated 
sexual  pleasure  —  purely  creative,  not  pro-creative  — 


as  an  end  unto  itself.  It  is  a  message  which  has  been 
heeded  by  the  rest  of  the  world  as  well. 

It  seems  to  be  that  the  gay  movement  —  gay  men 
and  lesbians  —  can  learn  to  deal  with  death  in  the 
same  way  that  it  has  learned  to  deal  with  sex;  not  as  a 
means  to  an  end,  as  a  metaphor,  as  the  result  of  some 
existing  situation,  but  as  a  physical  experience  as 
natural  as  it  is  inevitable.  There  is  no  mystery  sur¬ 
rounding  sex  or  death  —  those  myths  were  purely 
social  inventions  to  control  behavior  and  to  make  us 
conform  to  certain  mores  and  standards.  Sex  and 
death  are  parts  of  life  and  the  metaphors,  the 
allegories,  the  fears  and  fallacies  that  have  been  built 
up  around  them  were  invented  to  keep  us  from  enjoy¬ 
ing  life  and  facing  death  without  fear. 

No  one  wants  to  die,  and  certainly  no  one  wants  to 
die  of  AIDS.  But  we  as  gay  people  must  learn  to  face 
the  reality  of  it  with  the  same  energy  and  imagination 
that  we  have  put  into  claiming  and  enjoying  our  sexual 
desires  and  experiences.  It  is  only  when  we  do  not  deal 
with  it  that  it  will  continue  to  cause  more  stress,  more 
hurt  and  more  self  doubt,  that  it  will  be  used  as 
another  weapon  against  us  —  used  to  deny  us  our¬ 
selves.  It  is  only  when  death  —  like  sex  —  remains 
taboo,  clouded  behind  moralism,  abstractions,  sen¬ 
timentality,  fears  and  ignorance  that  we  will  not  be 
able  to  face  it,  that  we  will  not  be  able  to  claim  it  as 
another  aspect  of  our  openly  gay  lives. 


Gay  people  can  learn  to  deal  with  death 
in  the  same  way  we  have  learned  to  deal  with  sex:  not 
as  a  means  to  an  end ,  or  as  a  metaphor,  but  as  a 
physical  experience  as  natural  as  it  is  inevitable. 


The  heterosexual  culture  has  always  told  us 
that  sex  was  related  to  death.  For  men  the  image  of 
sex/death  was  the  vamp,  for  women,  the  male  who 
would  slander,  rape  or  murder  them  if  they  did  not 
hold  onto  their  virtue.  [In  contrast ,]  lesbians  and  gay 
men  have  approached  each  other  as  gender  equals, 
relatively  free  from  the  intrusion 
of  the  sex! death  equation.

After  years  of  watching  films  about 
sexy,  amoral  child-women  who  are 
clearly  fantasies  of  male  directors,  it  is 
something  of  a  suprise  to  find  one  of 
these  directed  by  a  woman.  Sincerely 
Charlotte  is  a  light-hearted  thriller- 
comedy,  with  noir  overtones,  that 
traces  the  adventures  of  Charlotte 
(Isabelle  Huppert),  a  faddish  sing¬ 
er/pathological  liar  who  gets  her  ex¬ 
boyfriend,  Mathieu  (Niels  Arestrup),  in¬ 
volved  in  a  murder  she  may  or  may  not 
have  committed.  The  film’s  main  point 
of  interest  is  that  it  is  directed  by 
Caroline  Huppert,  the  sister  of  the  well- 
known  actress  Isabelle  Huppert,  who 
also  stars  in  the  film.  Perhaps  this  is 
the  beginning  of  a  French  female  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  old  boy  network. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  Sincere¬ 
ly  Charlotte  that  could  not  be  cured  by 
its  having  been  made  15  years  earlier. 
The  theme  and  tone  are  both  grossly 
out  of  date  although  Ms.  Huppert’s  new 
wave  outfits  are  quite  haute.  What 
might  have  been  interesting  here  is  see¬ 
ing  a  woman  take  this  material  and 
somehow  transform  it  into  something 
new,  or  at  least  updated  in  a  feminist 
way.  The  only  sensibility  that  director 
Huppert  brings  to  this  tired  tale  is  a 
visual  sensibility  that  makes  every¬ 
thing  resemble  expensive  television 
perfume  ads.  It’s  pretty,  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  it  lasts  for  a  great  deal  more 
than  30  seconds. 

If  there  is  any  consolation  to  be 
found  here  it’s  that  women  have  pro¬ 
gressed  enough  —  at  least  in  Europe, 
Hollywood  is  a  different  story  — 
within  the  film  industry  to  be  able  to 
make  mainstream  productions  which 
transcend  gender  presumptions.  Life 
goes  on,  even  after  Sincerely  Charlotte 
leaves  in  a  week,  and  we  can  hope  to 
see  the  talented  Isabelle  Huppert 
(perhaps  best  known  for  her  work  in  En 
tre  Nous )  in  something  better  soon.
